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A Collector's Disappointments. 



I wrote aiid told him oC ouo gentle- 
man's^miab- collections of sliolls; an- 
other's noble collection of luoeirfclmum 
pipes; anolher'b elovaliug and rcliiiiug 
oollection of uudceiphoi-ablu auto- 
gi-apbo; another's priceless collection 
of old china; another's enchantiu},' col- 
lection of postage-stamps — and so 
forth and so iu. Soon my letters yield- 
ed fruit. My uncle began to look about 
for something to maUo a coll?cticu of. 
"You may know, perhaps, how lloetly a 
ttatolike this dilates. His soon be- 
came a raging fever, though I knew it 
not. Ho began to neglect his great 
pork business; presently he wholly re- 
tired and turned an elegant leisure 
into a rabid search for curious thiug.s. 
His wealth was vast , and he sparpd it 
not. I'irst he tried cow-bells. He 
made a collection which tilled five 
large 'flaloons, and compreheudod all 
the ditlerent sorts of cow-bells that 
over bad boon coutnyod, savo one.

His 
great heart breaks, be sellfl' his hoard, 
ho turns his mind to some field that 
. -seems unoccupied. Thus did my uncle. 
' Hfeijiext tried brickbats. After piling 
up a vast and intensely interesting 
collection, the former difficulty snpor- 
vened, his great heart broke again; bo 
sold out his soul's ideal to the retired 
brewer who possessed the' missing 
brick. Then ho tried flint hatchets 
and other implemouts of primeval 
man, but by and by discovered that 
the factory where thoy wore made was 
supplying other collectors as well as 
hiuxaeU. .^e tried Aztec inscriptions 
c Mid^'flld'ffe'd whales— another failure, 
after incredible labor and exj)onbo. 
When his collection seemed at last 
perfect, a stufTed whale arrived from 
. Greenland and an Aztec inscription 
from the Oundurango regions of Cen- 
tral America btbat made all formor 
sp^n^eoB insignificant. My uncle 
hastened to secure these noble gems. 
He got the stull'ud whale, but tho othor 
- collector got the inscription. A real 
Cundurango, as possibly you know, is 
o^^pOBsession of sucli supremo value 
ihat,' when once a collector L'Cits it, he 
wUt33ther part with his family than 
With it. So my uncle huM out, and 
saw his darlings go forth, never more 
to'return; and his coal-black hair 
turned white as snow in a single night. 
Now he wait^.and thought. Ho knew 
another disappointment might kill 
Jlim. .He. was resolved that ho would 
choose things next time that no other 
' man was coilocting. Ho carefnlly made 
lip his mind, and once more entered 
'-tna'^eld-^this' time to make a collec- 
. tion otehhodB!^^— Mark Twam in the Allan- 
tic for Ducemher. 

An apparatus in tho course of trial 
at Portsmouth Dockyard, under the 
authoi-ity of the Admiralty, which if it 
rJiad -been used fifteen months ago, 
i'nii^tt ha v«' saved tho VangLiard. It 
IS tho invention of a Herr Fricdmann, 
of Vienna, and conaists of a Huction 
filter to be laid on the keel plate of a 
'VlsSiVftD^ connectsd by a pipe w it' i 
the boilers, having a large discbaigo 
pipe.at the other side of the ship, tho 
mouth of it being above ihu water 
line. By turning a tap tho Ktoani from 
tho boilers is admitted to liie lilter, 
and blows before it tho l ilgowator 
^.therein accugJjJ^d.jjOpt of the dis- 
charge pipe. The plan is as simple as 
it appears efToctivo, and it is oxcoocl- 
ingly economical. Ono of the lar;;ost 
8ize,yet made, capable of blowing out 
306ibna of water ! per hour, costs only 
£160, exclusive, of course, of the lilting 
aodfitb9}''Ci£{>e)ises of tho pipes, which 
must vary in each caso. Eoughly 
speaking, tho Nelson or tho North- 
ampton could bo fitted with ono ajjpar- 
toi oomploto for some £'M0, and thrRo 
nacb filters would relievo ii ship in caso 
i.ofineooBsity and bo long ns tho Btaam 
1 listed' of nearly 1.000 tuns of water per 
^ ■ft-'tWif. Wo'\4iffi4«ilter, no doubt, will 
prove to be a Bomoiebl supply of steam 
fn case of emergency; but in tho caso of 
the Vanguard, iiad slio bcoii roliovoJ at 
tbi« rate of tho water tbat rushed in 
through the hole mado by tho ram of tho 
•Iron JDukd, she might buvo boea kopC 
■y^oiii iiU aho had been tan 'ailiora'. It 
triU b* obaarTod that thera is no qnsttioh 



of connocting pumps and tho like, tbo 
turning of ouo, two, or three taps ia all 
that is required. JJut iiiKiitt from the snl- 
viition of a ship in di.^tress, the "ejector," 
an tbo apparatus iH Htvled, :ipi)ean; well 
oidculnted to do witli little or no troublo 
all tho work of ordiniu-y pumi)iiig. Tho 
Admiralty exporiuipiits for soino little 
time will be dirooted to tho qiu'Htioii of 
supply of steam to tho "elector," and if 
that point is satisfactorily suttlod, tho up- 
panUus will bo adopted in tbo navy, and 
littod by degrees to all men-of-war, in- 
cluding steam Inumhes, 

Gkolooists are coming to tho con- 
clusion that tho ago of the earth has 
been greatly ovorestimated; that tho 
obanges of surface formation and life 
have been going on for a much shorter 
period than tbo 300 million years gouerally 
accepted a few years ago. In tho first 
place, tbo rate at which the earth is 
throwing offbeat shows that 10 million 
years ago tho surface xvas just begin- 
ning to consolidate. In tho second 
place, it has lately been discovered that 
owing to tbo friction of tho tides, tbo 
earth's rotation is retarded 122 seconds 
iu a century, and that if it had been 
rotating for more than ten million 
years it would be more llattened at the 
poles than it is. In the tiiird placo^ 
taking tho generally accepted theory 
of tbo source of the sun's heat— that 
it is produced by condensation --it is 
shown that, at tho present rate of ra- 
diation, it cannot bavo been throwing 
ofl heat for more that 70 million years; 
but. as this shows the time when tbo 
Bolar mass began to condon.'o.tho earth 
must havo had a separate oxisience 
after that period. Tbo ('onelusion is 
that geologic changes of tho eartL's 
surface havo not been going ou more 
than 20 million years. Tiie Popular 
Science Monthly for October contains 
an excellent article on this subject.
